The Municipal Code 


Some people express surprise 
that the Arlington Heights village 
board officially took action against 
the bookies. 
These same people 
may be interested in learning that 
as late as last spring the village 
board passed the revised code of 
Arlington Heights, in which occur- 
ed the following regulations about 
gambling.
